The questions of. compensation and 


hours are left for future determination. 
Concessions were made by both sides. The 
itrlkers reported for work this morning. 


Mr.. Wanamaker submitted the Ideas 


embraced in the settlement.to the strikers. 
They accepted them, and in turn submit- 
ted them to the company. Considerable 
correspondence and many conferences fol- 
•lowed, and 'late yesterday afternoon an- 
nouncement" ivas.ma'de that both sides had 
agreed to tho terms. To properly round 
out tha matter a mass meeting of tho 
strikers was held last night for the pur-' 
pose of ratification. Here the ^trike was 
officially declared off,. all the leaders were 
palled upon for speeches and there was a 
veritable Jove..feast. 


Thus ends what has probably been the 


nsost remarkable strike In the "United 
States. It lasted.eiabtly-;one week, and it 
cost the company and the strikers thou- 
sands of dollars. The loss in fares alone 
to the company is .estimated at $350,000. 
Apart from the destruction of cars and 
other property there'.has been consider- 
able bloodshed, although, fortunately, no

The1 gold men would to willing to>vote 


for bonds, preferably gold bonds, to for- 
tify tho reserve, but they point out that, i n 
their opinion, no bond bill will meet the sit- 
uation. The trouble, they declare, is the 
existence of the greenbacks, which can be 
used to pump gold out of the treasury, 
and unless their redemption and 'retire- 
ment is provided for, the gold purchased 
•with bonds would simply be piled up to 
bo drawn out again, and tho only practi- 
cnl effect would be to increase the inter- 
est-bearing debt without removing tho ac- 
tive agent for weakening the reserve.. 


It is not improbable that somo of the 


Democrats will offer as a substitute a com- 
prehensive plan- for tho retirement of the 
greenbacks, including an authorization 
for an issue of $500,000,000 in bonds for 
Ithut purpose and tho reduction of the tar 
on national bank circulation and the in- 
crease of currency to be issued on deposits 
of bonds from 90 to 100 per cent. 
This 


latter, they say, would increase the na- 
tional bunking system and prevent a con- 
traction of the currency. 


Sllvorlte.i of Both Parties United. 


The silver 'Democrats of course are op- 


posed to bonds to iucrease tho'gold reserve, 
and will resist the measure reported by 
tho Republicans, both on that and the 
tariff grounds. The silver Democrats of 
the house, after discussing the situation, 
have about decided to offer as an amend- 
ment, or substitute for the bill, a joint 
resolution making it mandatory on the 
secretary of the treasury to redeem green- 
backs and treasury notes in silver when 
the gold reserve falls below a certain 
point. Mr. Bailey of Texas will probably 
offer the resolution. 


The Republican members of the house 


from the far west, to tho number of 9 or 
10, held a conference yesterday, and deter- 
mined to oppose any bond measure or 
anything looking to au increase of the in- 
debtedness of the.country. They will also 
support any sliver bill, and if the bond 
bill should b'o consolidated in one measure 
they will likely vote against it. The sil- 
ver strength of the Republicans has not 
yet been ascertained, but it includes all 
the states in and west of tho Rocky monn-. 
tains, with supporters in 
Borne of the 


Mississippi valley states. 


Tiie banking and currency committee 


also hold a meeting and formulated sev- 
eral requests for information to the comp- 
troller of tho. currency, to be used in prep- 
aration of tho currency bill that will be 
formulated after tho holidays. 
Among 


the inquiries is one calling on tho comp- 
troller of the currency for Information as to 
tho relative stability of large and small 
banks. Hr. Walker, the chairman of the 
committee, expects the bill reported to fol- 
loiv closely the lines of the bill he offered 
in the last congress, which provided- for 
an extension of the national banking sys- 
tem and the issue of circulation againg 
deposits of greenbacks. 


Republican*/ Plans Outlined. 


Tlie houso Republicans will introduce 


on the day after Christmas, "and pass 
within the week, two bills In resoonse to 
President Cleveland's message of appeal 
fof help for the treasury. One of these 
two bills will bo a tariff bill to increase 
the revenue; the other, a financial plan to 
maintain the gold reserve and prevent al- 
leged existing trouble with the greenbacks. 


This party plan haa been perfected by 


two meetings of tho Republican members 
of the ways and means committee; tho 
first held Saturday night with the co- 
operation of Speaker Reed and other lead- 
ers; the second, yesterday afternoon. Al- 
though strong efforts were made to pre- 
serve secrecy concerning tho details of tho 
plan its features havo been obtained from 
unquestionable authority. 


The tariff bill will beeuSitled, "A bill to 


increase the revenues and to preveat de- 
ficits in the treasury;" will go into effect 
when signed by the president, if he signs 
it, and will remain in effect until Aug. I, 
IbOS, when by its provisions its operation 
will coasc. 


Its items follow: A duty on wool of BO 


per cent of tho McKiuley law rates. 
A 


compensatory duty on woolen goods of 
00 per cunt of the AIcKinley act rates. 
A 


duty of 80 i er cent of 'f,he rate of 1890 on 
lumber, which will be from 10 to 15 .per 
cent ad valorem.' An Increase of £5 per 
cent frwn tho Wilson-Gorman act rates 
on cereal breadstuffs, dairy products and 
live stock, including poultry. A horizon- 
tal increase of 15 percent from the Wil- 
son-Gorman rates on all other schedules, 
with the provision that in no case shall 
the duty exceed the MoKinley rates, ex- 
cept where the Wilson-Gorman rates ex- 
ceed those of the McKinley law.- 
, The second bill will provide for two 
issues of bonds. 
The flrst will be an un- 


limited amount of 3 per cent five-year coin 
bonds to protect the gold reserve, with the 
provision that the curroucy, redeemed by 
the proceeds, shall not ba paid out for 
current deficits in tho revenues, unless the 
expenses of tlie government are in excess 
of the revenues (which, it is expected, 
they will not be it the first bill is in op- 
eration). 


In addition the second bill will provide 


for only 2 per cunt treasury certificates of 
indebtedness, not to exceed 530,000,030 in 
amount aud to be disposed of at. the dis- 
sruticn of the secretary of tho treasury, to 
meet- current tU-ficits in the revenue. 
These are to bo offered for sale at'the sub- 
treo»uries and depositories of the.govern- 
ment. It is possible also that thero. may 
be added to this bill a plan to^ln crease the 
currency by authorizing national banks to 
issue circulation to tho par value of all the 
government bonds deposited by them with 
the government as security foe their notes. 


The leaders are assured that both bills 


will pass tile hoiwe without material op- 
position, ana tlicre are strong iiopes that 
t-hu senate will 'ace iipon thorn favorably. 
Saturday night's meeting showed a gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of incorporating 
the whole plan into one bill;-but reasons 
•were, advanced yesterday which led to the' 
division of the tariff and bond.sehoines.' 


Among .the. rank. and file of • house-Re- 


publicans there .is a; movement to hold a: 


of thl'ir constituents, Chairman Diugley 
has: replied that the bill under considera- 
tion is -not a tariff bill, but a temporary 
revenue bill. 
The same argument has

WASHINGTON;, Dec. 24.—Now that con- 


jrress hits acted upon tho president's sug- 
gestion in authorizing the appointment of 
the Venezuelan commission to locate the 
boundary line between British Guiana and 
Venezuela, aad the subject is again ono 
for executive treatment, it is believed 
that Sucrctary OIney will formally ac- 
knowledge the receipt of Lord Salisbury's 
two notes, and perhaps take occasion, 03 
a matter of courtesy, to formally advise 
the Biitish government of the course 
which this country intends to pursue, sup- 
plementing ic perhaps by a request to ba 
put in possession of evidence.within- tho 
control of the British foreign office respect- 
ing the boundary line.-. ' 


Representative Beach (O.) today intro- 


duced the following bill, authorizing the 
President of the United States .to call an 
international conference:- 


Be it enacted that the 'President of tha 
United States be, and he hereby is, authorized 
to invite the governments oC the other Ameri- 
can republics to appoint plenipotentiaries 
with fall powers to meet in conference in the 
city of "Washington -ivltliin one year from tho 
approval pf this act, for the formal'acceptance 
and declaration of the Monroe .doctrine as a 
principle of international law. 


Sect. 2—That nuy government may appoint as 


many plenipotentiaries as It may elect, butin 
the determination of questions. before con- 
ference no government Khali have more tlian 
one vote. 


Beet. 3—That tlie president be, and he hereby 


is, authorized to designate the secretary of 
state us the plenipotentiary on' the part of tha 
United States, and that the sum.of $50,000, or ab 
mnch thereof us may be necessary, be appro- 
priated out of any moneys In . the. treasury oi 
the United States not othfenvise appropriated 
for the payment of the expenses .or said con- 
ference, and the same shall be disbursed under 
the direction of the president-in accordance 
with section ^91 of tho revised statutes. 


Admiral Gherurdr* Opinion. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Rear Admiral 


Gherardi, retired, writes from his home, in 
Bridgeport, Conn., to The Journal of this 
city the following letter: . 


I have never from the first anticipated

has been an integral part of oiir .political 
'system ever since ic was first formulated, 
and it must be defended at airy cost: It 
will never do for us to back; down" on that 
point." The stand . takea'' by' President 
Cleveland should be, and will be, adhered 
to by the American people, and. rather 
than abandon that position,'it would bo 
our duty to fight. Whon it comes.to that: 
the motto of every patriot must be, In tho 
language of Admiral Decatur: 'I trust out 
country will always be right, but right oi 
wrong, our country.' I .am convinced 
'that the country best prepared for war ia 
the best secured against it.

The Amerl 
cau public are much misled as to ournaval 
nonditious because they do not understand 
naval warfare. The actual work must ba 
done with battleships, and of them . wo 
have but three, two oE which are hardly an 
ishcd. England possesses IS or 20, so is 
can be seen ac what disadvantage we ard 
plneed at th'eontse't. 


Then the torpedo service malces up the 


complement, all centering on the efficiency 
of the battleship. England, recognizing 
the proper methods, commenced with tho 
Bhips, and today is completing the cruisers 
as auxiliaries. We, unfortunately, have 
built tlie cruisers and hare but three ships 


, for them to ratty about. .In serious con- 
flict they will bo placed'at great disad- 
vantage. In such an event we cannot re- 
cuperate, for battleships are the work of 
long time—a year or more—and during 
this interval we are at the mercy of thu 
powerful battleships of thn English navy. 
Of course, any comparison with England 
in this particular is .out of the question. 
Much is. said about the efficiency of oui 
cruisers. Many of these are fine ships, 
but they can no more take the place of tha 
battleship in action or in serious wort 
with fortifications than'-could the pickel 
line of an army that of the regiment. 


More Warships Needed. 


. While we are deficient in .this .respect 
we invite constant disrespect from every 
foreign 
power which 
considers itsell 


stronger in ships and material. We must 
provide ourselves as well as others am 
provided. We need then fear no panic* 
such as we now are encountering, be- 
cause there will ba no cause for them. 
Our defenses also are wholly inadequate, j 
Money spent-in theso directions is excel-1 
leut investment. 
If the losses in the last j 


few days in Wall street were to be applied j 
to the defense of New York city, nothing 
would be needed there. 


In the event of possible hostilities, it is 


natural to ask how a war of this kind! 
would be conductedP We should remain ' 
on the sea for a long time, strictly on tha 
defensive, because we have nothing to copa 
with the magnificent navy of England, 
taken as a whole. Eugl.iud has always 
claimed to be not only eq.ua! to any siuglu 
adversary on tho sea, but no two othei 
nations combined equal her. This has al- 
ways been her boast, and her practiea 
proves her right to the assumption. You 
have no adequate idea of the magnitude 
and grandness of the English navy, uulesa 
you have uau opportunities such as I have 
had to view it in detail. 


But, in fact, as a nation, England is not 


. 1 military power. I do not think she has 
jver h'ad 60,000 men, strictly of English 
blood, on tlie field ac any one time. Shu 
would doubtless succeed in 
throwing 


something of a force into "Canada, and 
quite possibly the latter might raise 100,'- 
WO oi so. On laud we should easily ba 
the victors. On the sen we wonld have 
very arduous work ahead, even to pro- 
.tcct ourselves, much less take tha offen- 
sive. 
: 


But the British empire is so widespread 


that many vulnerable points would be 
found, and the methods of the war of 1812 
would bo followed to a certain extent—a 
kind of desultory warfare, scattered over 
the world, with widespead disaster to the 
merchant marine of both contending na- 
tions. All I have said, however, is of 
whac might occur is the improhable 
event of war.
